Washington, Feb. 26— Common 
sense will be the keynote of for­ 
eign policy in the Hoover admin­ 
istration. 
Enough years 
having 
elapsed 
since the United States 
declined 
to become a member of the l e a ­ 
gue of Nations, 
the 
President­ 
elect is convinced all the world 
now knows the United States de­ 
sires no 
political 
entanglement 
with Europe. 
Having 
cleared 
away that 
point, 
Mr. 
Hoover 
probably will go further than any 
President since the War in coop­ 
erating with Europe and the rest 
of the world in movements 
for 
peace as well as the development 
of a stable 
economic 
situation 
throughout the world. 
The view that 
Mr. 
Coolidge 
held with respect to the limitation 
of 
armament 
is 
concurred 
in 
heartily by Mr. Hoover. The man 
who conducted 
the 
last 
naval 
conference at Geneva for the T o ­ 
ited States is Hugh Gibson, an in­ 
timate friend of Mr. Hoover since 
War Relief days 
in 
post-bellum 
Europe. 
A policy of the United 
States to maintain its armament 
until it is safe to do otherwise, or 
until other nations reduce their 
18 *ngra*ne(* ** 
Uo°v- 
Juftt and R e a so n a b le . 
But it Is in the field of inter­ 
national cooperation on the econ­ 
omic side that the United States 
may make its greatest 
advances 
under Mr. Hoover. 
"We 
must 
not only be just,” says Mr. Hoo­ 
ver, "we must be reasonable. The 
experiences of the War afforded 
final proof that we cannot isolate 
ourselves from the world, that 
the safeguarding of peace cannot 
be obtained by negative action.” 
To a certain extent this will al­ 
ways be construed 
as 
a 
much 
more enthusiastic endorsement of 
international 
cooperation 
than 
was possible under the restraining 
Influences felt by both Presidents 
Harding and Coolidge, 
when the 
” I rreconci tables” 
were 
at 
the 
height of their power. 
Mr. Hoo­ 
ver has recognised that the Kel­ 
logg treaty marked a d e n a tu r e . 
It was an attempt to reach in an­ 
other way what the rather rieid 
provisions of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations sought to ac­ 
complish. 
This Institution, how­ 
ever, is no longer to be regarded 
with horror and held at such dis­ 
tance that the ordinary opportun­ 
ities for international cooperation 
given by tho 
League of Nations 
should 
he 
denied 
the 
United 
States. 
Mr. Hoover himself was 
responsible for the statement that 
the people of the United States 
"are glad to cooperate with the 
League In its endeavors to further 
scientific, 
economic 
and 
social 
welfare and to secure limitation 
of armament." 
Far-Reaching Statement. 
This is 
a 
more 
far-reaching 
statement than has been made by 
a Republican President since the

Thompson Forces 
Keep Control of 
Chicago Council 


Chicago. Fob. 26—(ZP)— Forces 
of Mayor William Hale Thompson 
ronulsed their foes In today’s al­ 
dermanic elections, 
losing 
four 
seats but retaining their heavy 
majority control of the city coun­ 
cil. 
Despite the bitterness that at­ 
tended the pre-election campaign 
between Thompson and “ reform" 
elements, punctuated by threats 
of violence 
and 
terrorism, 
the 
election day was “ almost disap­ 
pointingly peaceful,” in the words 
of Rush C. Butler, president of 
the Voters Non-Partisan associa­ 
tion, 
which 
sent 
hundreds 
of 
watchers 
to 
the 
polls, only a 
handful of arrests were made and 
in the "bloody” twentieth ward, 
scene 
of 
kidnapings. slugging* 
a murder at last April’s primary 
election, the balloting proceeded 
virtually without incident.

lying Beach. Cal., Feb 26—(ZP)— 
A daring attempt by an aviator to 
two another airman 
in a 
gilder 
from Reedley, Ca!., to Iy>ng Beach. 
a distance of more than 200 miles, 
is planned for tomorrow. 
The airplane will be piloted by 
Lloyd O’Donnell, Long Beach flyer. 
while the glider will be manipu­ 
lated by Dale Drake of Reedley, 
veteran aviator and holder of the 
Pacific coast sustained flight record 
for gilders. 
Drake said today an altitude of 
7,000 feet would be sought in the 
novel attempt. The takeoff will be 
at Reedley, with O’Donnell and his 
"trailer” flying southward to the 
Long Beach airport. 
The course 
will be over the mountainous coun­ 
try with small opportunity of mak­ 
ing a safe landing in the event of 
an emergency. 
Both pilots will wear parachutes. 
The motorless glider will be fas­ 
tened to the fuselage of the a'r- 
plane by a 600-foot sash cord. Rub­ 
ber snubbers will be affixed to each 
end of the cord and releases will be 
attached, enabling either pilot to 
cut away quickly. 
O’Donnell, who 
said the takeoff would 
be 
about 
noon, expects to fly the distance In 
two hours

deficiency appropriation bill. 
The second deficiency measure, 
carrying more than $200,000,000 
to meet a number of emergency 
demands scattered throughout tile 
country, was reported to the sen­ 
ate tonight and the prohibition 
fight will be renewed on the sen­ 
ate floor tomorrow. 
Senator 
Harris. 
Democrat, 
Georgia, the author of the dry 
fund amendment, announced he 
would ask the senate to add the 
$24,000,000 to the 
bill 
in 
the 
place of the 
2,700,000 
increase 
for prohibition enforcement put 
in the measure by the house upon 
the recommendation of President 
Coolidge. 
The senate added this amount 
to the first 
deficiency 
measure, 
now abandoned, by almost a two 
to onp vote but leaders were con­ 
fident tonight that in view of the 
$2,700,000 increase for dry en­ 
forcement that the 
Harris 
fund 
would be defeated. 
Republicans 
on the committee lined up solidly 
against the Harris provision and 
they were joined by two Demo­ 
crats. 
Provide for Inquiry 
The senate committee did add 
a number of provisions to the bill, 
including $6,000,000 for purchase 
of seed grains In 
the 
hurricane 
area including the states of Vir­ 
ginia, North Carolina. South Caro­ 
lina. Georgia. Florida 
and 
Ala­ 
bama; $150,000 for a survey of 
a Nicaraguan canal; $100,000 for 
part of the government's share in 
the Mount Rushmore, South Da­ 
kota. memorial project; $250,000 
for equipping 
submarines 
with 
safety devices; 
$10,000 
for 
a 
coast guard academy at New l o n ­ 
don. Conn.; $50,000 for a federal 
building at Salisbury, North Caro- 
lipa; $30,000 for an international 
street at Nogales, Arizona. 
Senator Glass. Democrat, Vir­ 
ginia. is prepared to ask the sen­ 
ate to strike from tile bill all of 
its provisions which were includ­ 
ed in the first deficiency measure, 
now- dead. 
While not particularly 
interested in the $24,000,000 pro­ 
hibition item he does 
want 
to 
force a revival of the first mea­

The $250,000 
amendment 
of 
Senator Glass to the first deficien­ 
cy measure for a prohibition in­ 
vestigation by a presidential com­ 
mission has been incorporated in 
the second bill.

Both brandies of congress turn­ 
ed their attention today to the

An argument that Detroit wants

Lature. lK*claring police had orders 
to "shoot to kill,” the legislator 
said: “We have capital punishment

A nervous, jum py, easily fright­

nervous,

excited people can 
be kept from driving m otor cars. 
A nything which ln terteres with 
good vision is likely to be a seri­ 
ous handicap. People w ho have 
only one eye or who can see with 
only one eye are com m on ly r e ­ 
garded as unsafe, for th e simple 
reason that their field s of vision 
are limited and they are not able 
to see objects approaching except 
from one side.

Titus,
